Weisberg received information placing blame on the FBI from a hlgh N 

ln the U " ited States Secret Service. The identity of the\ 
official was not known. 
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We are well acquainted with Weisberg ln view of his 
previously written criticisms ln connection with the handling of the 
Kennedy assasinatlon by the Warren Commission, FBI, Secret Service, ! 
etc. His writings ln the past have contained discrepancies. false- ^ 
hoods, and deliberate slanting of the facts. During the past severaQ 1 
months he has made numerous requests of the Department under the 3 ’ 
Freedom of Information Act for data relating to the assasinatlon * - 
apparently ln connection with compiling Information for his new ST 
booki It can only be anticipated that this new book will continue 
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to reflect his animosities. 


Our files show Weisberg has associated himself with 
^Communist Party members, and was one of the ten State Department 
leinployees who during 1947 was allowed to resign without 
[prejudice for having Communist sympathies.
